“Personal and Politticat. 


The last number of Le “De Bow's Review contains 
an article showing that the salvation of the Un- 
ion depends upon the revival of the African 
slave-trade. The writer bexevolently proposes 
—im accordance with the spirit of the Dred 
Scott decision, and with the letter of a decision 
yet to be made if the Democracy continue in 
power,—to “introduce the peculiar institution 
into the Western (Penton and Territories.” 


—It turns the recent quarrel of the 
British Minister With Lopez, of Para- 
quay, was a mere matter of court etiquette —the 
President keeping his cockdd het on during an 
interview with Ambassador CUbristie.

All she 
koew of Mr. Hoyt, she says, was that he ape- 
cially interested himself in the welfare of the 
poor, and she believes substantial charity better 
than pious tracts. She delivered her lecture on 
Wednesday evening, and the audience was no 
_ doubt much larger than it would have been had 
nothing been said about her character.

— The Rev. John Sawyer, of Maine, complet- 
e@ bis 103d year on the 9th inst.

— A traveller who recently visited Haworth, 
the home of Charlotte Bronte, speaks of the 
father and sole survivor of the family as being 
able to preach every Sundsy. Although frail, 
he enjoys tolerable health, and converses cheer- 
fully and intelligently.

A Terrible Desperado Done For. 

A New Orleans correspoudent of the St. 
Louis Rpubliean writes : 

In the Parish of Calcagsieu, a few days ago, 
adesperado named Le Bleu was killed under 
rather extraordinary circumstances. The 
newspapers of this city have published the 
occurrence, bat therg are particulars, obtain- 
ed from a private sour ich bave not ap- 

in print, aud d materially to 
interest of the affair. a 
from early manhood Le Kdeu had been in the 
habit of setting the laws at defiance whenev- 
er they conflicted with his passions or desires, 
and often did so out of pure wantoenness or 
to gratify the devilish spirit which must have 
Leen strong within him. Sometime ago he 
murdered two lawyers in the streets of Lake 
Charles ; end oa one occasion he compelled 
one of bis negroes to seat himself by the side 
of the District Judge while the Court was in 
session ; in fact his deeds of violence, and his 
utter recklessness and lawlessness, had made 
him aterror to the whole parish, and he, 
no doubt had come to think that the laws were 
powerless against him aad that be could com- 
mit any crime with impunity. 

As the story goes, Mr. Le B'ea took a fan- 
ey to the wile of a man named Fox, living in 

» parish, and proceeded in the most direct 
and summary manner to gratify bis passion 
by getting up a sortof Sabine wedding. He 
visited her house in the bhushand’s absence, 
produced a pistol, and informed Madame that 
his horse would carry double, and that #he 
must forthwith net up behind him. Whether 
she complied willingly or not isa question, but 
she certainly went with him, and they lived to- 
gether up to the time of his death. As re- 
gards this forcible style of making love, I do 
not vouch for the truth of the story as told 
tome. Daring the recent term of the Dis- 
trict Court in e Charles, a tragedy of 
some description was confidently expected. 
Le Bien had threatened the Judge and seve- 
ral othir persons, and in conseqhence they 
and their friends prepared themselves fora 
desperate encounter ; the court room and the 
hotel, it is said, presented something the ap- 
pearance of badly arranged arsenal. One 
morning, bright and early, Le Bleu rode his 
mule into town, dismounted and proceeded to 
the hotel, with a long dragoon pistol in each 
ha and a belt about bis waist containing a

watch, and before he could set foot in the 

roh he was saluted by a charge of buckshot 
rah gun in the hands of Mr. Fox, whose 
wife stolen. Three or four

in different parts of his body. Fox and two 
others were arrested as the persons who did

The New Steamer that is to Cross the 
Ocean in Six Days. 
The novel steamship built by the Messrs] 
Winans, Baltimore, to cross the ocean in six 


craft attracts a great deal of notice. It 
one hundred and eighty feet long and ve 
sixteen feet wide ; has no keel nor cut water, 
no blant bow standing up above the water 
line to receive blows from the sea, and no 
flat deck to hold or bulwark to retain water. 
She has four high pressure engines, with boil- 
ers like those.of a locomotive, Being built 
entirely of iron, she will be fire proof, and 
from the number of her water tight com 
ments it is thought she will be compara ver oe 
free from danger of sinking in case of co 
lision. Her form also is such as makes her 
stronger than usual, and also affords the least 
possible hold for the wind and waves. 
The Baltimore Sun describes the propelling 
as follows: Take a plain fiat ring 
of sour finger and run it on to the middle of 
a cigar, upon which it is to revolve freely by 
a power applied inside, which in the vessel 
consists of four steam engines 
amidships.
